FATHER, SON, GANGSTER PAL 
PAY PENALTY FOR MURDER OF 


TWO OFFICERS ELECTRIC CHAIR 


COLUMBUS, O., April 20.—</P)— 


In 28 minutes 
of 
sweat-soaked 


suspense, the State of Ohio last 
night executed a father, son and 
their gangster pal for the mur- 
der of two Springfield, O., peace 
officers. 


A record crowd of about 150 


men, 
packed in the little death 


chamber 
at 
Ohio penitentiary, 


witnessed tho electrocutions. 


In the order of their death, the 
killers were Harry Cttapman, 37- 
year-old Chlcagoan; Henry Dlng- 
ledlno, 29-year-old Springfield "bad 
boy"; and Henry's father, Harry, 
a ruddy-faced, white-haired man 
of 56. 


They overmatched 
police ma- 


chine guns with pistol fire when 
their robbery hideout at a laku 
resort was surrounded Sept. 3, 
1937. 
Patrolman Martin Randolph 
and Deputy Sheriff Edward Furry 
were shot dead, as was one of 
the 
bandits, 
Robert 
Cornotto. 


Chapman, and young Dlngledlne 
were wounded. 


At 8:03 p. m., Chapman step- 


ped Into the white-walled death 
cubicle, 


Peering through rimless, dartc- 


tensed spectacles, he said "I am 
not a murderer. A robber—I ad- 
mit that—bijt not a murderer," 


Dr. George W. Kell pronounced 
Chapman dead at 8:13. Several 
witnesses had collapsed. 


Within two minutes, the young- 


er Dlngledlne sauntered Into tha 
room. With a gesture of bravado, 
he flipped aside a cigarette, call- 
ed goodbye, and shook hands with, 
two clergymen.

"I am sorry for the

missed the groat sweep of spirit- 
ual truth.

turned backward to

First 
Church 
Council 
In 
Jerusalem, 


when his soft of narrow notions 
were up for consideration, with 
the 
decision 
going 
squarely 


against Jewish ritualism and sec- 
tarianism, and In favor of toler- 
ance and liberty. Not rites and 
observances, but the free Spirit 
of Christ, were the marks of true 
believers fixed by the Apostolic 
church. The Gospel trail was to 
run on broad-gauge tracks. 


Arfln't We All? 
Recollections of that Friday In 


Jerusalem tempt my pen to run 
on about the rigidity of religious 
rites among the present-day or- 
thodox Jews In Palestine; so that 
they even impose them, to ft de- 
gree, upon the Zionists. But, after 
all, Is not this tendency to exalt 
rules and 
precendonts common 


to all of us? How many of us 
today are better 
Baptists 
or 
Methodists or Presbyterians 
or 


Catholics than we are Christians? 
Wo are • more loyal to the churches 
of Christ : than to the Christ of 
the churches. We want our de- 
nominational way 
so 
Intensely 
that 
practically 
every 
church 


union yet effected has left be- 
hind a small group of dissidents^ 
To this day there are churches 
that will not admit to the Lord's 
table Christians of other denomi- 
national names, 
There is a degree of comfort 


for our narrowness in the experi- 
ence of the church of the first 
century. The original disciples of 
Jesus were all Jews, and they bit- 
terly resented the coming of Gen- 
tiles Into the church, unless they 
should first become circumcised, 
and otherwise conform to the us- 
ages of Judaism. 
They were so 


Intolerant that when Paul 
and 


Barnabas baptized large numbers 
of Gentiles, the Jewish Christians 
sent trouble-making emissaries to 
these, seeking to discredit the 
missionaries, 


Oh, yes, there "were cantanker- 


ous Christians even In- the days 
of those -who remembered Jesus 
•In the flesh. The church of Apos- 
tolic times was not made up of 
"perfect saints. Even the most cur- 
sory rending of Paul's letters re- 
veals the existence of just the 
same sort of trouble-makers and 
divisive forces that bother pas- 
"tors today. 
Early Cantankerous Saints. 


Still, they were Christians strug- 


gling upward. And they respect- 
ed the authority of the church. 
When the issue of the status of 
Gentile converts 
became 
acute, 
Paul took It to the apostles- at 
Jerusalem for decision'. 
James, the brother of Jesus, 


was the recognized leader of the 
church. <We wish we knew more 
about him. When was Be con- 
verted? . The brothers 
of our 


Lord were not at first His fol- 
lowers. 
Did the resurrection or 
Pentecost open the eyes of James? 
The best portrait of him la 'pre- 
sented by his own Letter, In the 
Now Testament 
canon. A 
just 
and rather stern man, he seems 
to have been especially qualified 
to preside over the heated Gen- 
tlle-Jewlsh controversy. 


Some sugary, spirits deplore con- 


troversy. Yet we should be grate-

Wllms' tumor has Its origin In

known as 
teratoma, 


which Is in the body at birth. 
Sooner or later this cancerous 
tissue begins to grow. In medical 
history there are less than a doz- 
en cases reported as cured. X- 
rays have frequently reduced the 
growth. But almost invariably It 
has struck again, sometimes after 
appearing to wait five years. The 
cures were made by surgery after 
X-rays had reduced the cancer to 
operable limits.

COMMISSION SURVEYS RE- 
SULTS OF SENATE'S DRASTIC 


CURTAILMENT PLAN

One hunderd fifteen patrolmen- 


examiners and 48 patrol stations 
would have to bo eliminated. 
Tho entire narcotics division that 
has, in Its 'two years of existence, 
dug deep Into the profits of the 
Illegal dope trafflolng gangs was 
scheduled to be wiped out. 


Tho drivers' license administra- 
tion set-up would be so badly crip- 
pled that tho licensing law, that 
figured prominently in the 21 per 
cent reduction in traffic fatalities 
last year, could not bo enforced 
nor could driving permits be re- 
Issued. 


Investigators assigned to the 
ranger division, who have solved 
hundreds of baffling crimes and 
recovered property 
valued 
at 
thousands of dollars, were not 
provided for In the senate body's 
requests. 


Personnel In tho bureau 
of 
Identification and records would 
bo depleted to the extent that this 
efficient clearing agency for local 
officers and enforcement officials 
could not effectively operate. 
Tlevenues collected through the 
cforts'of state police in the en- 
forcement of the registration and 
licensing laws would be greatly 
reduced.

President Roosevelt asked congress 
today to withdraw from army re- 
serve 
officers

defonso law gave, to reserve officers 
on active duty for moro than 30 
days tho same retirement benefits 
—Including those for disability In- 
curred in line of duty—as regulars 
now have. 
The president expressed belief 
that congress had In mind, In en- 
acting the new law, Its application 
to those reservists "on extended 
active duty with the army under 
conditions whore they are exposed 
to military hazards of the same 
nature and to the same degree as 
Individuals of the regular army."

The attorney general said the 


necessary effect of the bill would 
be to vest the board with pow- 
ers the legislature Itself could not 
constitutionally exercise. 


Mann did not rule on the price 


fixing provisions of the act. 


"So far as the entire act Is 


concerned, It gives to the board 
an unlimited authority to pass 
on agreements as it may see fit," 
the opinion said.

should be investigated. About 200 
pints of whiskey and some other 
supplies disappeared out there and 
no records were kept. The board 
of control is trying to do a little 
whitewashing. 
I'm losing confi- 
dence in tho board of control and 
believe they ought to be Investi- 
;atcd." 


The board of control supervises 
insane hospitals and other elee- 
mosynary institutions. 


Rejected Two Amendments. 
Before the house voted on the 


bill it rejected two appropriation- 
raising amendments. One, by Rep. 
J. Bryan Bradbury 
of Abilene, 
would have increased the number 
of attendants nt the insane hos- 
pitals and fixed their minimum 
pay at $45 a month.
